Mojave Desert race 
ends tragically after 
truck rolls into crowd 

Lucerne Valley, Calif. 

The crowd at the off-road race 
was almost close enough to touch 
the trucks as they hurtled and 
bounced over the desert sand — 
close enough for one mistake to 
end eight lives. 

Hundreds of thrill-seeking fans 
watched in horror Saturday night 
as one racer took a jump at high 
speed, hit his brakes on landing 
and rolled his truck sideways into 
spectators, sending bodies fly- 
ing on a section of track that had 
no guardrails or anything else to 
keep the crowd back. Eight people 
were killed and 12 were injured at 
the California 200, a race in the 
Mojave Desert about 100 miles 
northeast of Los Angeles. 

“You could touch it if you want- 
ed to. It’s part of the excitement,” 
said 19 -year-old Niky Carmikle, 
who stood sobbing over a make- 
shift memorial on the spot of the 
crash Sunday. Her boyfriend, 
24-year-old Zachary Freeman of 


Backstory 

The 200-mile race ispartof ase- 
ries held in the Mojave Desert’s Sog- 
gy Dry Lake Bed 100 miles northeast 
of Los Angeles. Tens of thousands 
of people attend the event, in which 
off-road vehicles take jumps and

Fillmore, was killed in the crash. 
“There’s always that risk factor, 
but you just don’t expect that it 
will happen to you.” 

California Highway Patrol officer 
Joaquin Zubieta said Brett M. Slop- 
py, 28, of San Marcos, was behind 
the wheel of the truck involved in 
the crash near the city of Lucerne 
Valley. Zubieta said alcohol was not 
a factor in the crash and there were 
no plans to arrest Sloppy. 

Tens of thousands of people 


were spread out along the 50-mile 
track, but the site of the crash, a 
stretch known as the “rockpile,” 
is one of the most popular areas 
to gather, witnesses said. 

Some witnesses said they got 
within 4 feet of the unmarked track, 
watching trucks fly through the air 
over a series of jumps. The driver 
“hit the rock and just lost control 
and tumbled,” said Matt March, 
who was standing next to the jump. 
“Bodies went ever 3 rwhere.” (ap)

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Craigslist Suspect Dies

took his own life 

Boston 

A former medical student accused 
of killing a masseuse he met 
through Craigslist committed 
suicide in the Boston jail where 
he was awaiting trial, authorities 
said Sunday. 

Philip Markoff, 24, was found 
unresponsive in his cell Sunday 
morning in the Nashua Street Jail, 
the Suffolk County district attor- 
ney’s office said in an e-mailed 
statement, and he was pronounced 
dead at about 10:15 a.m. 

“Markoff was alone in his cell, 
and all evidence collected thus far 
indicates that he took his own life,” 
the statement said. 

Authorities will investigate to 
determine the facts and circum- 
stances surrounding his death, 
the district attorney said. 

Saturday would have been 
Markoffs first wedding anniver- 
sary, but his nuptials were can- 
celed after his arrest. 


Markoff, a former Boston Uni- 
versity student, pleaded not guilty in 
the fatal shooting of Julissa Brisman, 
of New York City, and the armed 
robbery of a Las Vegas woman. 
Both crimes happened at Boston 
hotels within the span of four days 
in April 2009. Rhode Island prose- 
cutors also accused him of attack- 
ing a stripper that week. 

His trial in the Massachusetts 
cases was expected in March. 

Markoffs lawyer, John Salsberg, 
said he was shocked and saddened 
about his client’s death. He would 


not comment further. 

Markoff had met the women 
through advertisements for erotic 
services posted on Craigslist, pros- 
ecutors said. 

The Boston Police Depart- 
ment crime lab identified two 
blood stains taken from swabs on 
a handgun that was seized dur- 
ing a search of Markoff’s apart- 
ment in Quincy, Mass., said pros- 
ecutors, who alleged Markoff used 
the weapon to bludgeon Brisman 
before she was shot three times at 
close range.

Charges Dropped in N.Y. 
Slayings; No New Arrests 


Buffalo, N.Y. 

A prosecutor dropped charges 
Sunday against a parolee initial- 
ly accused of killing four people 
and wounding four others outside 
a downtown Buffalo, N.Y., restau- 
rant, and said the real shooter had 
been caught on tape. 

Erie County District Attorney 
Frank Sedita III asked a judge to 
dismiss four murder counts against 
Keith Johnson, 25, of Buffalo, in 
light of new evidence. 

“We can see the race, gender, 
the height, build, the clothing of the 
perpetrator,” Sedita said after City 
Court Judge Patrick Carney granted 


the request. “You can see many of 
the perpetrator’s actions. We have 
him shooting on video.” 

Still, investigators pleaded for 
witnesses to speak up and warned 
that the person responsible for the 
City Grill shootings continued to 
elude them. 

“We have somebody running 
around out there who shot eight 
people,” Sedita said. “We have an 
armed man who’s extremely danger- 
ous loose in our community.” 

Johnson was released on parole 
in July after serving two years for 
assault. He remained in jail Sun- 
day on an alleged parole violation.

U.N. chief says he’s 
never seen anything 
like flooding disaster 

Islamabad, Pakistan 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon said Sunday he has never 
seen anything like the flood disas- 
ter in Pakistan after surveying 
the devastation and urged foreign 
donors to speed up assistance to the 
20 million people affected. 

Ban’s comments reflect the con- 
cern of the international commu- 
nity about the unfolding disas- 
ter in Pakistan, which is battling 
al- Qaeda and Taliban militants, 
and has a weak and unpopular 
government, and an anemic econ- 
omy propped up by international 
assistance. 

“This has been a heart-wrench- 
ing day for me,” Ban said after fly- 
ing over the hard-hit areas with 
President Asif Ali Zardari. “I will 
never forget the destruction and 
suffering I have witnessed today. 
In the past, I have witnessed many 
natural disasters around the world, 
but nothing like this.” 


Ban visited Myanmar after 
Cyclone Nargis devastated the 
country in May 2008, killing an 
estimated 138,000 people. He 
also flew to China’s Sichuan prov- 
ince just days after an earthquake 
killed nearly 90,000 people in 
March 2008. 

The floods that began more than 
two weeks ago in Pakistan’s moun- 
tainous northwest have nowhit about 
one-quarter of the country, especial- 


ly its agricultural heartland. While 
the death toll of 1,500 is relatively 
small, the scale of the flooding and 
number of people whose lives have 
been disrupted is staggering. 

The world body has appealed for 
an initial $460 million to provide 
relief, but only 20 percent has been 
given. And once the floods recede, 
billions more will be needed for 
reconstruction and getting people 
back to work in the already-poor 


nation of 170 million people. The 
International Monetary Fund has 
warned the floods could dent eco- 
nomic growth and fuel inflation. 

“Waves of flood must be met 
with waves of support from the 
world,” Ban said. “I’m here to urge 
the world to step up assistance,” he 
said. Ban added visa restrictions had 
been eased for humanitarian work- 
ers and they now could get visas on 
arrival, chris brummitt (ap) 


Lockerbie 
Doc Shows 
Regrets 

London 

The regrets of a cancer expert who 
assessed the only man ever convict- 
ed of the 1988 Lockerbie jetliner 
bombing have intensified the anger 
felt by victims’ relatives over Scot- 
land’s decision to release the Libyan 
on compassionate grounds. 

Professor Karol Sikora and other 
experts had said Abdel Baset al- 
Megrahi proba- 
bly had only three 
months to live 
when he was freed 
from a Scottish jail 
last August and 
allowed to return 
home to Libya. But 
one year later, al- 
Megrahi, who is being treated for 
prostate cancer, is still alive. 

Sikora, one of three experts who 
assessed al-Megrahi’s health for 
Libyan authorities, was quoted by 
Britain’s Observer newspaper Sun- 
day as saying he should have been 
more cautious about the chances 
of survival. 

“If I could go back in time, I 
would have probably been more 
vague and tried to emphasize the 
statistical chances and not hard 
fact,” Sikora said, (ap)

Washington 

The two men sitting just inside 
the entrance to the S&M club look 
apprehensive as Erin Mathieson, 
28, pulls out her badge and iden- 
tifies herself as an investigator for 
the D.C. Alcoholic Beverage Con- 
trol Board. 

Mitzi, as the manager’s name 
tag reads, leads Mathieson inside 
the warehouse-like space not far 
from Nationals Park. Mathieson 
tells Mitzi that she’s gotten a com- 
plaint that the club, the Crucible, is 
selling alcohol without a license. 

Mitzi assures the investigator 
that bondage and booze don’t mix. 


“We don’t want people to be drink- 
ing and hitting,” she says. 

In the 10 minutes Mathieson 
has been in the club, she has not 
seen anyone drinking or serving. 
And according to her bible. Title 25 
of the D.C. Code, she can’t inspect 
further tonight unless she sees 
alcohol service. 

Summertime is high season 
for the booze police. Just as law 
enforcement officers field more 
calls when the mercury tops 80 
degrees, the 40-person agency that 
polices the city’s 1,600 establish- 
ments with liquor licenses has its 
hands full with noise complaints, 
fights and, in the case of Club 
24, a go-go spot off Bladensburg 
Road NE, a stabbing and brawl 
that led to a 30-day suspension of 
its license. 

Mathieson gets back into her 


white, city-issued sedan for the 
next stop on her never-ending tour 
of Washington nightlife in all its 
drunken, staggering, fist-flying 
glory. She spends every other work 
week on the night side, visiting cor- 
ner stores, strip clubs and restau- 
rants to see whether they are abiding 
by Title 25, which covers everything 
from how many signs a liquor store 
can have in its windows to what 
constitutes nude dancing. 

She’s made the rounds often 
enough that when she goes out with 
friends on her own time, she’ll fre- 
quently overhear bouncers mum- 
bling into their earpieces, “ABC 
on the premises.” She takes that 
as her cue to leave. 

“They think you’re watching 
them, so they’re watching you,” she 
says. “It’s hard to enjoy yourself.”

Let Them Eat Cupcakes 

Shop’s sweet success in Georgetown turns some of its neighbors a bit sour 


Washington 

Behold the power of Georgetown Cup- 
cake: One sweltering day this month, 
a young woman was baking in the sun 
on 33rd Street NW, waiting in the long 
queue to buy some of the bakery’s sig- 
nature sweets, when she fainted on 
the sidewalk. An ambulance rushed 
to the scene, but she declined to go to 
the hospital. 

Of course she did. 

“She didn’t want to get out of line,” 
explains the voguish bakery’s co-own- 
er, Katherine Kallinis. 

And so grew the legend of the 
Georgetown Cupcake line, which forms 
daily at the northwest corner of 33rd 
and M streets, and often stretches all 
the way to Prospect Street, clear at the 
other end of the block. 

“I’m not bothered by it,” says Eileen 
Lohmann, a Georgetown University 
student who lives a few doors up from 
Georgetown Cupcake — and its line. 
“But I am just a little shocked that so 
many people would line up in the rain 
or 100-degree weather for cupcakes.” 



Don’t Go Home Without One 


Angela Jefferson, center, was living, breathing, sweat- 
ing confirmation of Georgetown Cupcakes’ appeal as a tourist 
attraction. Visiting from Vancouver, she had already hit some 
of the usual tourist spots with her family: Arlington National 
Cemetery, the Lincoln Memorial, the Smithsonian. Now it was 
time for cupcakes. Her mother saw the line on 33rd and sug- 
gested they go elsewhere. Jefferson was incredulous. “All my 
girlfriends back home are, like, ‘Did you go to ‘D.C. Cupcakes’ 
yet?’’’ she said. She promised to update her Facebook status 
just as soon as she left the bakery with her carrot cupcakes. 
The Jef f ersons were relatively lucky; they had only 29 people 
anda20-minutewaitaheadofthem. (twp) 


Yet the Georgetown Cupcake fetish- 
ists are there, day after sweltering day 
— especially since the mid-summer 
launch of “D.C. Cupcakes,” a reality 
show on the TLC cable channel about 
Kallinis and her business partner-sis- 
ter, Sophie LaMontagne, and their lit- 
tle cupcakery that could. The show, 
whose debut was watched by more 
than 1 million people, turned George- 
town Cupcake from a local phenome- 
non into a tourist attraction of nation- 
al proportions — creating headaches 
for neighbors who now have to cut 
through the cupcake queue to enter 
their homes. 

Georgetown Cupcake has had lines 
out the door since opening on Valen- 
tine’s Day in 2008, in a much small- 
er space on nearby Potomac Street. 
But sales have doubled since the TV 
show’s premiere. Crowds at the new 
flagship store, which opened last 
December, have swelled to such an 
extent that the sisters added a bounc- 
er to their staff. 

A bouncer. At a bakery. “Everyone 
calls it a bouncer, but it’s really more

of a greeter,” says LaMontagne. 

Not everybody is delighted, of 
course. Some longtime Georgetown 
Cupcake fans grouse about the increas- 
ingly long lines. 

Tom Meyer, who runs Clyde’s Restau- 
rant Group and lives across the street, 
says the bakery’s arrival “destroyed 
street parking completely” on 33rd. And 
recently, Meyer says, he was moving a 
table into his house, and there was a 
kid eating a cupcake on his front steps, 
and the kid didn’t want to move, telling 
Meyer: “I was here first.” 

“But I don’t want to be a cur- 
mudgeon,” Meyer says. “Overall, 
I consider it a plus. It’s much bet- 
ter than the bars that are letting out 
at 2 in the morning and it’s drunk, 
rowdy kids. It’s cupcakes. It’s fine.”

In slumping market,

The good news for sellers: Your 
house will sell. The bad? Only if the 
price is just right. That could mean 
biting down hard and slashing tens 
of thousands from your ideal listing 
price if you’re serious about selling.

Strasburg Returns to Form 


Phenom calms any 
worry about injury 
with decent outing

From the dominant beginning, 
through the ragged middle and 
to the curious end, Stephen Stras- 
burg’s start Sunday afternoon 
dashed big-picture questions but 
raised immedi- 
ate ones. Linger- 
ing concern about

Strasburg calmed any worry 
about his health and perfor- 
mance after returning from the 
disabled list, after the rockiest 
start of his nascent career with 
more typical dominance. Stras- 
burg allowed one earned run — 
a solo homer by Adam LaRoche 
— in five innings on five hits, no

Desmond han- 
dled the rest. Adam Kennedy led 


off the seventh with a single and 
moved to second on Alberto Gon- 
zalez’s sacrifice bunt. Desmond 
entered the game hitting .355 since 
July 27, relying on a more relaxed 
approach. With two outs, he scald- 
ed a one-hopper to right field. Jus- 
tin Upton hobbled the ball, allow- 
ing Kennedy to glide home with 
the winning run.

Album Review 


Fans who discovered Ray LaM- 
ontagne through his 2008 blue- 
eyed soul breakout album “Gos- 
sip in the Grain” — and its poppy 
single “You Are the Best Thing” — 
might be perplexed by his sober- 
ing, stripped-down fourth album, 
“God Willin’ & the Creek Don’t 
Rise,” due out Tuesday. 

On “Gossip,” the New Hamp- 
shire-bred musician brought upbeat 
grooves to his trademark dark lyr- 
ics. But on most of “God Willin’,”

the beat is pushed into the back- 
ground, leaving LaMontagne and 
his acoustic guitar center stage. 

Strangely enough, the open- 
ing track, “Repo Man,” is a com- 
plete outlier: a danceable tune with 
an electric guitar lick out of early 
James Brown funk. “I’m ’bout to 
do what your daddy shoulda done,” 
LaMontagne sings. “I’m gonna lay 
you right across my knee.” 

Nothing on the rest of this 
largely acoustic album comes close 
to “Repo Man” in terms of tone, but 
the anger in that couplet surfaces

in Other songs. Folky doesn’t mean 
wimpy to LaMontagne. 

The bitter “New York Cit 5 A’s Kill- 
ing Me” finds LaMontagne lament- 
ing the harsh anonymity of life in 
the Big Apple: “No one asks you 
how you’re doing/Don’t seem to 
care if you live or if you die.” The 
disc’s title track, which follows, is 
all about regret and longing. 

The theme of the album is 
summed up best on “Beg Steal or 
Borrow,” which finds LaMontagne 
advising a friend from a small town 
(his own?) to rise above his or her 
circumstances. “Are you gonna step 
into line like your daddy done — 
punching the time and climbing 
life’s long ladder?” he asks ruefully. 
Or maybe LaMontagne is singing 
to himself; after all, his own story 
is one of rising up from an abusive 
blue-collar background. 

If the downbeat “God Will- 
in’” seems an odd follow-up to 
a successful album, you can bet 
the notoriously moody LaMon- 
tagne intended to make a state- 
ment about success. Point taken.

Pawn shops are interesting set- 
tings for TV shows because there’s 
no telling what type of things peo- 
ple will try to sell or how they’ll try 
to make deals. Juris said. 

“It makes you look at the 
world in a different way,” he said.
